families:  and  further,  in  the  year  1792, 
through  the  munificence  of  a very  humane 
benefadtor,  an  eftablifhment  has  been  pro- 
vided for  patients  afflidled  with  Cancer.

Qualifications  of  Governors^ 
Subfcribers,  and  Contribu- 
tors, their  rights,  privileges^ 
and  powder  of  recommend- 
ing patients. 

That  every  Gentleman,  or  Lady, 
fcribing  thirty  guineas  at  one  time,  or 
three  guineas  annually,  be  entitled  to  re- 
commend three  fick  or  lame  in-patients, 
and  eight  out-patients  yearly,  two  of  which 
may  be  pregnant  women. 

That  every  Subfcriber  of  fifty  pounds 
at  one  time,  or  five  guineas  annually,  be 
entitled  to  recommend  five  fick  or  lame 
in-patients  yearly^  befides  any  number  of 
out-patients>  three  of  which  may  be  preg- 
nant women. ' 

That  every  Subfcriber  of  one  hundred 
pounds  at  one  time,  or  ten  guineas  an- 
nually, be  entitled  to  recommend  any 
number  of  fick  or  lame,  in  or  out-patients, 
yearly.

That  every  new  Governor  have  a right, 
on  paying  his  fubfcription,  to  recommend 
patients,  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Go- 
vernors, and  to  debate  and  vote  on  all 
queftions,  except  in  the  election  of  Offi- 
cers ; in  which  cafe,  no  fuch  Governor 
fhall  have  a right  to  vote,  imlefs  his  fub- 
fcription fhall  have  been  paid  at  leafl 
twenty-eight  days  previous  to  the  day  of 
eledion.  Neverthelefs,  every  perpetual 
Governor  fhall  be  entitled  exclufively  to 
all  rights  and  privileges  of  other  Governors, 
immediately  on  payment  of  his  benefac- 
tion.

flanding  Committees  be  appointed  by  a 
Quarterly  General  Court. 

That  a Quarterly  General  Court  be  held 
at  the  Hofpital,  at  eleven  in  the  forenoon, 
on  the  firft  Thurfday  in  the  months  of 
February,  May,  Auguft,  and  November, 
in  each  year.

• That  the  Prefident  he  chofen  for  life, 
and  the  Vice-Prefidents  and  Treafurers 
annually  elected ; or  continued  in  their  of- 
fices at  the  Quarterly  General  Court  in 
Februaiy, 

That  the  Porter,  Laboratory  and  Sur- 
gery Man,  Nurfes,  Cook,  Houfe-Maid, 
and  other  menial  Servants  be  appointed, 
hired  and  difeharged  by  the  Weekly  Boaid, 
and  that  they  be  fubjedl  to  the  General 
Laws,  and  to  all  the  duties,  rules,  and 
orders  mentioned  under  the  title  of  their 
feveral  employments,  and  that  their  annual 
wages  be  fettled  by  a Weekly-Board. 

That  all  quefHons  be  determined  by 
holding  up  of  hands,  divifion,  or  ballot, 
if  demanded  by  three  Governors ; and, 
the  numbers  being  equal,  the  Chairman 
have  a fecond  or  calling  vote.

That  all  drugs,  medicines,  materials, 
and  neceffaries,  be  of  the  bell  qualities  and 
bought  from  Perfons  who  will  furnifh 
them  at  the  cheapefl  rate. 

That  no  Tradefman,  or  officer,  em- 
ployed or  nominated  by,  and  under  the 
diredlion  of  a Weekly  Board,  be  difmifled 
without  order  of  that  Board,  or  a fupe- 
rior  Court ; but  every  fervant  hired  by  the 
Weekly  Board  may  be  fufpended  until  the 
next  Weekly  Board,  by  either  of  the  Trea- 
furers. 

That  every  Tradefman  ferving  the  Hof- 
pital,  deliver  in  with  all  Goods,  Bills  "of 
Parcels  for  the  fame ; and  any  T radefman 
negledling  to  fend  fuch  bills,  or  their  quar- 
terly accounts,  when  ordered,  may  be 
difcharged  from  ferving  the  Hofpital. 

That  no  Tradefman  furnifh  any  Goods, 
6cc.  to  this  Hofpital  without  a written 
order  figned  by  the  refpedtive  officer.

That  all  patients  dying,  unlefs  taken 
away  by  their  friends,  "be  buried  at  the 
expence  of  the  Charity,  except  perlbns 
coming  from  any  pariih  workhoufe ; , the 
officers  of  which  ffiall  be  required  to  give 
fecurity  to  the  Weekly  Board  for  fuch  bu- 
rial, on  admiffion. 

That  there  be  an  annual  feaft,  at  the 
diredlion  of  a Committee  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpofe.  ' 

That  a poor’s  box  be  provided  with  two 
keys,  to  be  lodged  with  the  Treafurers  5 
and  that  the  money  collected  therein  be 
taken  out  at  every  Quarterly  Court. 

That  no  fervant  be  hired  on  terms  of  a 
month’s  wages,  or  a month’s  warning ; 
and,  that  gratuities  be  given  to  fervants, 
who  may  be  thought,  by  a Weekly  Board, 
to  have  deferved  them. 

That  the  fervants  have  inventories  de- 
livered to  them  by  the  Matron  of  fuch 
things  as  may  be  committed  to  them,  and 
that  they  be  anfwcrable  for  furniture,  uten-

That  all  fervants  on  being  hired,  be  ac- 
quainted, that  they  are  to  do  any  bufinefs 
the  neceffity  of  the  Charity  requires,  though 
not  immediately  belonging  to  their  parti- 
cular ftation. 

That  no  Perfon  be  admitted  to  vifit  the 
Patients  or  Nurfes,  except  between  the  hours 
of  four  and  feven  from  Lady  Day  to  Mi- 
chaelmas, and  from  three  to  five  o’Clock  from 
Michaelmas  to  Lady  Day,  unlefs  a fufficient 
reafon  for  wifhing  to  have  fuch  Permiflion 
be  given  to  the  Apothecary,  Houfe  Surgeon, 
Matron  or  Secretary. 

That  all  fervants  fift  the  cinders  of  the 
particular  Wards  and  Apartments,  they 
have  the  care  of. 

That  the  laws,  rules,  and  orders,  refpec- 
ting  the  condudl  and  behaviour  of  the  offi- 
cers and  fervants,  be  printed,  read  and  deli- 
vered to  them  by  the  Secretary  on  their 
admiffion ; and  that  fuch  laws,  rules,  and 

orders. 
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bl'defs,  be  fixt  up  in  their  feveral  Wards 
and  apartments. 

That  no  officer,  fervant,  or  patient 
difcharged  for  mifcondud;  or  ill  behaviour, 
be  ever  re-admitted. 

That  the  officers  and  fervants,  dine  at 
three  every  day,  and  fup  at  nine  o’clock. 

That  no  officer,  fervant,  or  other  perfon 
belonging  to  this  Hofpital,  fhall  on  any 
pretence,  diredtly,  or  indiredly,  take  a 
fee,  reward,  or  gratuity,  from  any  perfon 
whatever,  on  pain  of  immediate  expullion. 

Quarterly  General  Courts, 

That  the  meeting  of  all  Quarterly 
General  Courts,  be  at  eleven  in  the  morn- 
ing ; and  that  in  cafes  of  an  eleUion,  fuch 
Courts  confift  of  fifteen  Governors ; but  on 
all  other  occafions,  nine  fliall  be  deemed 
a Court. 

That,  in  fome  one,  or  more  of  the  public 
papers,  notice  be  given  of  every  Quarterly 
Court,  by  order  of  a Weekly  Board,  feven 
days  at  leaf!  before  the  meeting  of  the  fame; 
and  that  the  Secretary  fummon  every 
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Governor  four  days  at  lead  before  the 
holding  fuch  Court. 

That  at  every  Quarterly  General  Court 
the  minutes  of  the  preceding  Quarterly 
Court  be  firft  read,  and  confirmed,  with 
fuch  alterations  and  amendments  as  the 
majority  fhall  think  proper.  And  like- 
wife,  that  the  minutes  of  a Special 
General  Court,  Weekly  Board,  and  Com- 
mittees from  the  preceding  Quarterly  Court 
be  read  and  determined  in  like  manner. 

That  the  Quarterly  General  Court, 
after  the  ordinary  bufinefs  is  finifhed,  may 
proceed  to  any  new  matter  referred  to 
their  difcuffion,  of  which  the  Governors 
lhall  have  had  notice  in  their  fummonfes. 

That  a Quarterly  General  Court  be 
governed  in  all  other  proceedings  by  the 
General  laws. 


Special  General  Courts. 

That  the  Bufinefs,  for  which  a Special 
General  Court  is  required,  fliall  be  dated 
in  writing,  and  figned  by  the"  Treafurers, 
or  any  five  Governors,  entered  on  the 

minutes 
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rhiniites  of  a Weekly  Board,  and  fubjedt 

to  the  Regulations  of  Quarterly  General

Courts  j 

Weekly  Boards. 

That  three  Governors  be  fufficient  to 
conftitute  a Board  j and  that  the  Chairman 
be  chofen  by  them,  with  preference  to  the 
perfons  nominated  for  that  Board. 

That  at  the  hour  of  eleven,  the  Secretary 
examine  the  recommendatory  letters  whe- 
ther they  come  from  Governors  who  have 
Complied  with  the  Laws  of  the  Hofpital : 
and  fuch  Governors  as  fliall  appear  not  to 
have  conformed  to  the  Laws,  fliall  be 
acquainted  therewith,  as  a Reafon  for  their 
Recommendation  not  being  received. 

That  when  the  recommendatory  letters 
bave  been  fo  examined,  they  be  delivered 
to  the  attending  Phyfician,  or  Surgeon, 
who  fhall  determine,  whether  the  perfons 
recommended,  be  proper  for  in  or  out- 
patients. 

That  the  Governors  prcfent*  difcharge 
all  patients  reported  fit  for  difmiffion  ; and 
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then  admit  the  patients  recommended ; 
with  particular  attention  to  fuch  objedts  as 
appear  to  fland  moil  in  need  of  immediate 
relief. 

That  no  patient  be  deemed  incurable  and 
difcharged  as  fuch,  Avithout  the  approbation 
of  the  majority  of  the  medical  gentlemen. 

That  when  the  bufinefs  of  difcharging 
and  admitting  patients  is  finiilied,  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  Weekly  Board 
be  read  and  confirmed ; with  fuch  altera- 
tions and  amendments  as  the  majority  fhall 
think  proper  : but  no  confirmation,  alter- 
ation, or  amendment,  fliall  take  place 
unlefs  three  Governors  be  prefent. 

That  the  Board,  infpedt,  audit,  fettle, 
and  fign  the  weekly  expences  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Matron. 

That,  every  Quarter,  they  appoint  two 
Governors,  or  Subfcribers,  who  are  not 
officers  of  the  Houfe,  to  vifit  the  Hofpital ; 
Avhofe  reports  are  to  be  written  in  a 
book  for  that  purpofe,  and  figned  by  them. 

That  the  Board  have  power  to  regulate 
the  condudl  of  the  Hofpital,  in  every  de- 
partment, confiflent  with  the  general  laws. 

That 
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That  they  confider  all  reports  from  the 
Committee  of  Accounts,  and  order  fuch 
tradefmens  bills  to  be  paid  as  they  fhall 
think  proper ; inferting  in  the  minutes  of 
the  Weekly  Board,  their  reafon  for  poft- 
poning  the  payment  of  any  bill  prefented 
to  them. 

That  after  the  ordinary  Bufinefs  is 
finifhed,  the  Board  may  proceed  to  any 
new  matter. 

Medical  Committee. 

That  three  of  the  Committee  conftitute 
a Board;  to  whofe  immediate  direction, 
all  medical  bufinefs  whatever  fhall  be 
fubmitted ; with  a power  of  making  rules 
and  orders  neceffary  for  coridudting  the 
fame. 

That  the  Committee  infpecft  the  Surgery, 
Laboratory  and  Apothecary’s  fhop ; and 
have  the  right  of  examining  and  ordering 
all  medicines,  drugs,  utenfils,  and  other 
neceffaries  belonging  to  fuch  department. 

That  famples  of  all  drugs  from  difle- 
rent  druggifts,  with  the  prices  affixed,  be 
laid  before  this  Committee. 
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That  they  examine  and  give  directions 
concerning  the  diet  of  the  patients, 


Committee  of  Accounts. 

That  this  Committee  confift  of  twelve 
Governors  5 that  they  meet  according  to 
the  fummonfes  of  the  Weekly  Board; 
and  that  three  Governors  conflitute  a 
Committee. 

That  they  examine  all  bills  and  audit 
the  fame,  comparing  them  with  the  bills 
of  parcels,  and  the  accounts  kept  in  the 
books  of  the  Hofpital. 

That  once  in  every  year,  not  lefs  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  Quarterly  General 
Court  to  be  held  on  the  firfl  Thurfday  in 
February,  they  meet,  and  audit  the  feveral 
payments  and  receipts  of  the  Treafurers 
tp  the  31ft  of  December  preceding,  inclu- 
five ; take  an  account  of  the  balance  in 
their  hands,  or  invefted  in  the  public 
funds  or  other  fecurities ; draw  up  and 
return  in  writing  a general  date  of  the 
debts  and  credits  of  the  Hofpital ; and 
previous  to  the  printing  of  the  annual 

account 
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accounts  they  prepare  a correfl  copy  for 
the  infpedtion  and  approbation  of  the  Quar- 
terly General  Court  in  February. 

Treafurers. 

That  the  Treafurers  receive  all  intereft 
due,  all  monies  paid  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Hofpital,  and  keep  a regular  account 
thereof,  wherein  the  names  of  perfons  by 
whom  fuch  monies  have  been  given,  the 
manner  in  which  the  payments  have  been 
made,  and  the  purpofe  for  which  they  are 
defigned,  fhall  be  entered. 

That  they  pay  all  fums  whatever, 
necelTary  for  the  fervice  and  fupport  of  the 
Charity  j as  directed  by  any  General  Court, 
or  Weekly  Board;  and  keep  a written 
account  of  all  fuch  payments. 

That  all  money  be  depofited,  at  the  direc- 
tion of  a Quarterly  Court,  in  the  hands  of  a 
banker,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Hofpital ; and 
that,  from  time  to  time,  it  be  invefted  by 
the  Treafurers  in  fome  of  the  public  funds, 
or  other  fecurities,  as  fhall  be  thought 
moft  advantageous  by  a Quarterly  Court  or 
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Weekly  Board } and  that  the  flock  fo  pur- 
chafed,  be  transferred  into  the  names  of 
the  Treafurers  for  the  time  being,  in  trufl 
for  the  Charity : and  that  the  Treafurers 
do  accordingly  execute  a declaration  of  trufl, 
reporting  the  fame  to  the  Weekly  Board, 
to  be  entered  in  their  minutes ; and  that 
fuch  declaration  be  lodged  in  the  Hofpital. 

That  when  the  Committee  meet,  for  the 
infpecflion  of  the  annual  accounts,  the 
Treafurers  lay  before  them  a written  ac- 
count of  their  receipts  and  payments  for 
the  year,  to  the  3ifl  of  December  prece- 
ding, incluflve,  together  with  an  account 
of  all  monies  whatever  belonging  to  the 
Hofpital, 


Chaplain. 

That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to 
read  prayers  in  the  Hofpital,  on  Wednef- 
days  and  F ridays ; and  to  preach  every 
Sunday  at  fix  in  the  evening. 

That  he  attend  and  vifit  the  patients, 
when  called  upon,  read  prayers  to  them, 
and  inflrudt  them  in  their  duty,  according 

to 
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to  the  principles  of  the  Proteftant  religion  j 
and  that  he  be  allowed  a falary. 


Medical  Department. 

That  every  Phylician,  eligible  to  this 
Hofpital,  be  either  a fellow,  candidate,  or 
licenciate  of  the  College  of  Phyficians,  or  a 
medical  graduate  of  the  univerfities  of  Ox- 
ford, Cambridge,  or  Dublin. 

That  the  Man-Midwife,  eligible  to  this 
Hofpital,  have  a degree  of  dodlor  of 
phyfic. 

That  every  Surgeon,  eligible  to  this 
Hofpital,  be  bred  to  that  profeflion,  and 
a member  of  the  Surgeon’s  company  s that 
he  fhail  not  at  the  time  of  election,  or  at; 
any  time  during  his  continuance  in  the 
Hofpital,  pradbife  either  as  an  Apothecary, 
or  Man-Midwife. 

That  the  Phyficians,  Man-Midwife,  and 
Surgeons,  fhall  not  belong  to  any  hofpital, 
or  infiitution  for  fick  and  lame,  while  they 
continue  to  officiate  in  this  Charity ; nor 
be  employed  in  any  public  capacity,  that 

may 
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may  render  them  liable  to  be  called  away 
from  their  attendance  on  the  Hofpital,  ex- 
cept Phyficians  and  Surgeons  in  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  fervice. 

That  one  Phyfician  and  one  Surgeon, 
attend  at  eleven  every  Tuefday  morning. 

That  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  meet 
for  confultation  every  Monday  at  eleven 
in  the  morning ; but  that  no  confultation, 
be  held  on  any  patient,  unlefs  defired 
by  the  perfon  who  has  the  care  of  fuch 
patient. 

That  on  every  Monday,  the  Phyficians 
and  Surgeons  deliver  to  the  Apothecary  in 
writing,  an  account  of  patients  fit  to  be 
difcharged  at  the  next  Weekly  Board. 

That  in  cafe  of  any  medical  perfon 
being  prevented  by  illnefs,  or  other  acci- 
dental caufe,  from  attending  his  duty,  the 
patients  be  taken  care  of,  by  fome  other  of 
the  medical  gentlemen  belonging  to  this 
Hofpital. 

That  no  gentleman  of  the  faculty  be- 
longing to  this  Hofpital,  abfent  himfelf 
without  acquainting  the  Weekly  Board; 

and 
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and  unlefs  his  duty  be  provided  for  in  the 
manner  before  directed . 

That  no  Surgeon  perform  any  capital 
operation,  without  a confultation  with  the 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  fummoned  for 
that  purpofe  j except  in  cafes  of  abfoluto 
peceffity. 


Apothecary. 

That  the  perfon  eligible  to  this  office, 
thall  refide  in  the  Hofpital,  have  a falary, 
and  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  taking  one 
apprentice,  and  one  pupil,  or  two  pupils ; 
one  of  whom  only  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
refide  in  the  Houfe,  and  fhall  pay  in  ad- 
vance, twenty-five  guineas  per  annum  for 
his  board  and  lodging,  unlefs  otherwife 
ordered  by  a General  Court. 

That  the  Apothecary  fhall  not  attend 
l.edtures,  nor  vifit  any  private  patient ; nor 
be  engaged  in  any  other  bufinefs  than  that 
of  this  Charity,  without  leave  of  the  Phy- 
ficians. That  he  never  quit  the  Hofpital 
fit  the  flated  hours,  in  which  the  medical 
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gentlemen  attend,  nor  at  any  other  time 
without  leaving  a proper  perfon  in  his 
department,  nor  be  abfent  after  twelve 
o’clock  at  night  without  leave  of  a Weekly 
Board. 

That  he  keep  a regular  account  of  all 
drugs,  medicines,  and  neccflkries  brought 
into  the  Apothecary’s  fliop,  and  labora- 
tory, according  to  the  bills  of  parcels  de- 
livered ; and  that  he  take  care  the  utenfils, 
medicines.  See.  under  his  infpei5tion  be 
neither  wafted  nor  mif-applied. 

. That  on  the  Wednefday  preceding  every 
Quarterly  Court,  he  prepare  for  their  in- 
fpedtion,  a lift  of  all  in-patients,  and  the 
dates  of  their  admittance  into  the  Hofpital, 
with  the  names  of  their  refpedtive  Phylician 
and  Surgeon : and  a lift  of  all  out-patients 
who  have  been  on  the  books  above  two 
months. 

That  he  enter  in  his  Weekly  account 
all  medical  and  chirurgical  patients  admit- 
ted and  difeharged ; thofe  who  have  been 
in  the  Houfe  two  months  ; thofe  who  have 
died,  and  fuch  as  have  been  buried  by  the 
Hofpital,  or  otherwife. 
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That  he  difpenfe  all  medicines  to  the 
patients,  according  to  the  diredlion  of  their 
^ relpecflive  Phyfician,  Man-Midwife,  or 
Surgeon ; that  he  ferve  no  out-patient  with 
medicine  at  any  time,  but  by  order,  with- 
out entering  the  fame  upon  the  out-patient 
book ; nor  make  any  alteration  in  the  me- 
dicines ordered  by  the  Phyfician  for  any 
in-patient,  without  entering  the  fame  im- 
mediately upon  the  Phyfician’s  book. 

That  he  obferve  all  orders  of  any  Court, 
Weekly  Board,  and  Medical  Committee. 

That  he  fix  a ticket  on  every  bed,  fpe- 
cifying  the  patient’s  name,  diforder,  and 
time  of  admifiion ; with  the  name  of  their 
Phyfician  and  Surgeon,  and  recommending 
Governor,  and  the  place  of  the  patient’s 
lafi:  abode. 

That  he  daily  acquaint  the  Matron  with 
the  number  of  patients  on  each  diet. 

That  he  enter  in  a book  fairly  written, 
all  medicines,  fpecifying  the  quantities,  and 
the  time  when  made  up  by  him,  for  the 
infpedtion  of  the  Medical  Committee. 

That  he  fign  the  tickets  for  leave  of 
abfence  to  medical,  in-patients. 


Secretary. 
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Secretary. 

That  the  perfon  eligible  to  this  office  be 
a fingle  man,  relide  in  the  Hofpital,  and 
follow  no  other  employment  > and  that  he 
have  a falary,  and  give  fuch  fecurity  as 
a Weekly  Board  may  think  fufficient. 

That  the  Secretary  attend  the  meetings 
of  all  Courts,  Weekly  Boards,  and  Com- 
mittees, and  do  not  abfent  himfelf,  or  lie 
out  of  the  Hofpital  without  leave  from  a 
Weekly  Board. 

That  he  examine  all  recommendatory 
letters  brought  to  the  Board,  and  mark 
them  with  red  ink ; diftinguifhing  the 
amount  of  each  Governor’s  fubfcription, 
the  number  of  patients  admitted  within 
the  year,  and  if  any  upon  the  books  at 
the  time.i 

That  he  make  entries,  fairly  written,  of 
all  the  tranfailions  of  every  Court,  Board, 
and  Committee,  in  the  books  for  that  pur- 
pofe ; and  do  not  enter  any  thing,  but  by 
order  of  fuch  meeting,  nor  alter  or  erafc 

any 
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any  part  of  them,  or  allow  any  perfon  to 
do  the  fame ; nor  permit  any  books  or  pa- 
pers belonging  to  this  Hofpital  to  be  re- 
moved, without  leave  of  a Weekly  Board. 

That  he  write  and  fend  all  letters,  and 
execute  all  orders,  he  may  receive  from  any 
Court,  Weekly  Board,  or  Committee. 

That  he  take  care  to  keep  the  quarterly 
lifts  of  the  Governors  perfedlly  complete. 

That  he  keep  a corredt  lift  of  the  date 
and  value  of  all  new  fubfcriptions,  with 
the  Subfcribers  names,  and  take  care  to 
infert  the  fame  in  the  quarterly  lifts  at  the 
proper  time. 

That  he  enter,  every  day,  in  the  day 
book,  each  bill  of  parcels  delivered  in,  fpe- 
cifying  the  refpedlive  articles. 

That  he  enter,  and  fairly  keep  a regular 
account  of  all  fums  whatfoever  received, 
fpecifying  by  whom,  and  for  what  pur- 
pofes  given  j and  per  contra  all  monies 
difburfed,  in  a feparate  book,  under  the 
diredlion  of  the  Weekly  Board. 

That  when  the  Committee  of  Accounts 
fhall  have  pafted  the  tradefmen’s  bills,  and

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Weekly  Board  for  payment ; the  Secre- 
tary lay  before  the  Weekly  Board,  the 
balance  of  current  cadi  in  hand,  that  they 
may  regulate  their  proceedings  accordingly. 

That  he  account  to  the  Weekly  Board 
for  all  monies  received  and  dilburfed  by 
him  for  petty  expences ; and  that  he  fettle 
the  balance  of  each  week,  carry  forward 
the  remainder,  and  enter 'quarterly,  in  the 
account  as  above,  the  fum  total  of  fuch 
expences. 

That  he  regularly  keep  the  feveral  books, 
papers,  accounts,  letters,  affidavits,  and 
all  other  papers  within  the  Hofpital,  in 
fuch  manner  as  they  may  be  readily  re- 
ferred to. 

That  he  keep  a lift  of  all  nnrfes  approved 
by  a Weekly  Board.  ’ - 

That,  when  ordered,  he  fend  a letter  to 
every  annual  Subfcriber,  informing  them, 
that  their  fubfcriptions  in  advance  for  the 
current  year  are  due  ; and  report  the  fame 

to  the  next  Weekly  Board.

That  the  perfon  eledted  to  this  office, 
refide  in  the  Hofpital,  and  have  a falary. 

That  (lie  infpedt  and  take  proper  care 
of  all  houffiold  goods  and  furniture ; and 
that  on  the  Weekly  Board  day  preceding 
each  Quarterly  Court,  or  at  any  other 
time  when  required,  ffie  make  out  an  in- 
ventory of  all  fuch  goods,  and  furniture, 
fpccifying  the  condition  they  are  in. 

That  fhe  take  care  the  provilions  be 
good,  not  wafted  nor  conveyed  out  of  the 
ho  Life. 

That  ffie  fuperintend  all  fervants  under 
her  i fee  they  do  their  duty  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  Hofpital,  and  report  any 
mifbehaviour  or  negledt  to  the  Weekly 
Board. 

That  ffie  vifit  the  wards  once  every  day 
at  leaft,  fee  that  the  nurfes  keep  them 
clean,  and  in  every  refpedt  decent  j and 
that  they  do  their  duty. 
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That  llie  take  care  the  fervants  carry  thd 
afhes  to  the  proper  place,  and  fift  the  cin- 
ders of  their  refpedlive  departments. 

That  file  fee  all  the  meat  and  other  pro- 
vifions  weighed,  mark  any  difference  on 
the  refpedlive  bills  of  parcels,  and  report 
the  fame  to  the  next  Weekly  Board. 

That  ilie  lay  before  each  Weekly  Board 
for  their  examination,  an  account  of  all 
monies  received  and  dilburfed  by  her  for 
petty  expences  j and  that  die  fettle  the 
balance  weekly,  and  carry  forward  the  re« 
mainder.

That  no  Pupil  or  Apprentice  do,  on 
any  account,  enter  the  Women’s  Wards, 
but  at  the  ftated  time  of  dreffi ng  the 
patients. 

That  they  never  enter  the  Apothecary’s 
/hop  or  Laboratory,  nor  dray  in  the  Hofpi- 
^al  after  the  bu/inefs ' is  finished,  without 
leave ; and  while  there,  that  they  behave 
orderly  and  regularly,  in  ftriU  conformity 
to  the  laws  of  the  Hofpital ; on  pain  of 
expuUion. 

Nurfes. 

That,  in  the  fummer  half  year,  they 
clean  their  wards  every  morning  before 
feven,  and  before  nine  in  the  winter. 

That,  in  their  feveral  wards,  they  take 
care  that  all  fragments  of  bread  be  col- 
jedred  every  morning,  and  fee  they  are  not 

wafted ; 
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wafted  ; and  that  no  proviftons  be  carried 
out  of  the  Hofpital  by  the  patients,  or 
brought  in  for  them  by  their  vifttors. 

That  they  fift  the  cinders  of  their  rc- 
fpedtive  wards,  and  ftridtly  obferve  all  or- 
ders given  them  by  the  matron. 

That  they  treat  all  ftrangers  with  civility, 
and  the  patients  with  tendernefs ; and  on 
the  deceafe  of  any  patient  in  their  ward,  do 
immediately  report  the  fame  to  the  Houfe 
Surgeon  or  Apothecary. 

Porter. 

That  he  ‘conftantly  attend  the  doors, 
and  all  meetings  of  the  Governors,  and 
do  not  fuffer  any  in-patient  to  go  out  of 
the  Hofpital  without  the  proper  ticket  of 
leave:  and,  that  he  examine  all  patients 
and  their  vifttors  going  out  of,  or  coming 
into  the  Hofpital,  and  take  care  they  carry 
away  nothing  belonging  to  this  Charity. 

That  he  never  quit  the  hall  but  by  leave 
or  order  of  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Houfe  ; 
nor  then,  until  a proper  perfon  be  ap- 
pointed to  attend  for  him,  ^ 

That 
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That  he  keep  the  keys  of  the  doors,  and 
take  an  account  of  all  perfons  belonging  to 
the  Hofpital,  who  fhall  be  abfent  at  eleven 
o’clock  at  night,  and  enter  their  names, 
with  the  time  of  their  return,  in  a book 
for  that  purpofe,  and  lay  the  fame  before 
the  next  Weekly  Board, 

That  he  lift  the  cinders  in  the  hall.  - 

Laboratory  and  Surgery  Man. 

That  he  execute  all  orders  ilTued  by  the 
Weekly  Board,  or  Medical  Committee. 


That  he  carry  out  all  letters  and  mef- 
fages  refpedfing  the  bulinefs  of  the  Hof- 
pital, and  follow  all  direUions  of  the  Weekly 
Board, 


Inferior  Servants. 


That  they  llridly  obey  all  dire<ftions  they 
may  receive  from  the  Matron  ; and  obferve 

the 


the  general  laws>  rules  and  orders  of  the 
Hofpitah 


Patients. 


That  all  perfons  attend  with  their  l6t- 
ters  of  recommendation,  by  eleven  in  the 
forenoon,  and  that  no  letters  be  received 
after  that  hour. 

That  all  out-patients  provide  fillets  for 
bleeding,  phials  and  gallipots  for  medicine  ; 
and  negledting  to  attend  one  week,  wheii 
ordered,  be  difcharged,  unlefs  fatisfadtory 
excufe  is  made: 

That,  in  fummer,  the  patients  breakfafi: 
at  eight  in  the  morningi  dine  at  one,  fup 
at  feven,  and  go  to  bed  at  nine  i and,  in 
the  winter,  breakfafi:  at  nine,  dine  at  one, 
fup  at  feven,  and  go  to  bed  at  eight. 

That  no  perfon  be  fuffered  to  bring 
liquors  or  provifions  to  the  patients. 

That  no  patient  talk  out  of  the  windows, 
nor  in  bed  after  nine  o’clock. 


That 
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That  male  and  female  patients  never  go 
into  each  others  wards,  without  leave  of 
the  Matron. 

That  no  gaming  or  fmoking,  be  fuffered 
in  the  Hofpital. 

That  all  patients  when  aggrieved,  com- 
plain to  the  Weekly  Board,  or  viliting 
Governors. 

That  all  patients  fit  to  be  employed  in 
fcraping  lint,  or  who  may  be  otherwife 
ferviceable,  fhall  comply  with  all  orders 
they  may  receive  from  the  Apothecary 
or  fioiife  Surgeon,-  or  on  refufal  be  dif- 
charged. 

That  all  patients  behave  orderly,  de- 
cently, and  regularly,  and  attend  prayers 
when  able. 

That  all  patients  to  be  difcharged,  re- 
turn thanks  to  the  Weekly  Board,  and  to 
the  recommending  Governor  or  Subfcriber. 

That  no  patient  leave  the  Hofpital,  with- 
out a written  order  for  that  purpofe. 


Lying-in 
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Lying-in  Patients. 

That  the  Board  be  at  liberty  to  admit 
fuch  number  of  Lying-in  Married  Women, 
to  be  delivered  at  their  own  habitations* 
weekly,  as  they  may  judge  proper. 

That  the  women  who  are  admitted  do 
attend  the  Phyfician  Man-Midwife,  at  ten 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  on  the  day  fol- 
lowing their  admiffion,  to  receive  his  advice 
and  inftruflions. 

That  a fufficient  number  "of  Midwives 
be  appointed  to  attend  the  women  at  their 
own  habitations,  during  the  time  of  labour, 
and  that  they  be  enjoined  to  call  in  the 
Phyfician  Man -Midwife,  in  every  cafe  of 
danger  or  difficulty. 

That  every  woman  after  admiffion,  (hall 
in  cafe  of  need,  be  fupplied  with  medicine 
from  the  Hofpital,  provided  the  Phyfician 
Man-Midwife  gives  directions  for  the  fame 
in  writing,  but  not  otherwife. 

That  the  Phylician  Man-Midwife  do 
every  Board  day,  or  as  often  as  he  conve- 
niently 
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niently  can,  make  a report  of  the  women 
who  fhall  have  been  delivered  in  the  pre- 
ceding week,  fpecifying  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  each  woman,  by  whom 
delivered,  and  the  fex  of  the  child  or  chil- 
dren» 

That  for  every  woman  fo  delivered,  five 
/hillings  be  allowed  to  defray  the  charge  of 
Midwives,  coach  hire,  and  other  incidental 
cxpences. 

That  the  boundaries  to  which  this  Cha- 
rity fhall  extend,  be  fettled,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  Weekly  Board. 

Cancerous  Patients. 

Propofals  having  been  made  to  appro- 
priate part  of  this  Hofpital  for  the  reception 
of  perfons  affliUed  with  Cancer  3 which 
the  Governors  have  ugreed  to. 

A ward  has  been  fitted  up  at  the  foie 
cxpence  of  one  Benefactor  3 who,  actuated 
by  the  pureft  motives  of  benevolence  to- 
wards this  particular  clafs  of  diftrefled 
individuals,  and  wifiiing  only  to  make  a 
handfome  beginning,  in  the  hope  of  many 

E Contribu- 
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Contributions  from  the  charitably  difpofed, 
to  the  farther  extenlion  of  the  plan,  has 
fettled  the  intereft  of  jT40oo.  in  the  Three 
per  cent.  Confolidated  Bank  Annuities  for 
ever,  by  way  of  endowment,  and  given 
^400.  for  fitting  up  a ward  on  the  follow-^ 
ing  conditions. 

That  a ward,  capable  of  holding 
ten  or  twelve  beds,  lhalL  be  completely 
fitted  up  and  furnifiied. 

2^^.  That  the  ward  having  been  fitted 
up,  and  patients  received,  at  lead:  fix,  if 
fo  many  fliould  offer,  fhall  there  be  con- 
dantly  maintained.  And  the  number  of 
patients  whether  male  or  female  hereafter 
admitted,  fhall  be  regulated  by  the  fund  of 
the  new  inftitution,  as  that  fund  fhall 
from  time  to  time  increafe. 

3*^.  That  all  Governors  of  this  Hofpital, 
may  recommend  perfons  afiiidted  with 
cancer,  as  well  as  other  patients. 

4^.  That  perfons  labouring  under  cafes 
of  cancer,  requiring  operation,  fpreading 
ulcerated  cancers,  and  cancers  returning 
after  operation  j fliall  remain  an  unlimitted 
time^  until  relieved  by  art,  or  releafed  by

death, 
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death,  unlefs  it  fliould  be  neceffary  to  dif- 
charge  them  for  ill  behaviour. 

5^''.  Out  patients  afflicted  with  cancer, 
to  be  relieved  with  advice  and  medicine. 

6^^.  Any  perfon  making  a donation  of 
fifty  pounds  or  upwards,  to  the  particular 
efiablilhment  for  patients  afflitted  with 
cancer,  lhall  be  a governor  of  this  Hof- 
pital  for  life. 

7*^.  That  all  benefactions  of  twenty 
pounds  and  upwards,  given  for  this  ex- 
prefs  purpofe,  lhall  be  funded,  and  that  all 
films  of  lefs  amount,  fhall  be  applied  to- 
wards immediately  extending  this  inftitu- 
tion ; and  a feparate  account  fhall  be  kept 
of  all  monies  received  and  expended  for 
this  eftablifhment. 

That  in  conformity  to  the  particular 
with  of  the  donor,  the  name  of  every 
patient  admitted  into  the  wards,  fitted  up 
for  the  reception  of  patients  afflicted  with 
cancer,  fhall  be  entered  on  a journal,  and 
when  in  the  judgment  of  the  medical 
gentlemen  of  the  Hofpital,  any  extraor- 
dinary circumfiance  fhall  occur,  or  any 
remedy  be  difcovered,  a record  fliall  be 
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made  and  kept  of  the  fame,  for  the  iii- 
fpecfUon  of  the  public,  agreeably  to  the 
fpirit  of  the  original  paper,  contained  in 
the  plan  and  deed  of  fettlement  of  this 
inftitution. 

9^''.  That  no  patient  afflidted  with  can- 
cer, and  ufually  rehdent  in  the  country, 
ihall  be  admitted,  unlefs  previous  appli- 
cation be  made  to  the  Weekly  Board,  to 
know  whether  there  is  room ; and  that 
with  fuch  application,  a certificate  fhall 
be  fent  from  one  or  more  medical  gen- 
tlemen of  reputation  of  the  cafe  being 
cancerous,  as  the  patients  will  be  fubjecl 
to  rejcdlion  if  it  be  found  otherwife. 

10^’'.  That  all  patients  received  into 
the  Hofpital  under  this  eftablifhment, 
come  decently  cloathed,  have  a change  of 
raiment,  and  find  fecurity  if  required,  for 
a future  fupply. 

That  no  pauper  be  received  from 
any  parifli,  without  fecurity  for  mainte- 
nance in  the  Hofpital,  and  removal  when 
required. 


Diet. 
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Diet. 

That  the  diet  of  the  officers  and  fervants 
of  the  Houfe,  be  daily  a pound  of  meat ; 
butter  and  cheefe,  of  each  two  ounces ; 
with  fuch  allowance  of  bread  and  beer,,  as 
ffiall  be  thought  neceffary. 

That  the  diet  of  the  patients  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  medical  gentlemen; 
fubjedl  always  to  the  approbation  of  the 
Weekly  Board. 


That  the  Orders  and  Regulations  herein 
contained,  be  the  eftabliffied  Laws  of  the 
Hofpital ; and,  that  no  alteration  be  made 
in  them,  unlefs  propofed  at  one  General 
Court,  and  confirmed  by  the  next. 
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
